othur reason than that for which they 
once went to tropical climates. Iknow 
of patients who were regularly sent to 
Bermuda and the West Indies, and oth- 
ers to such winter climates as Nice, 
without more than temporary benefit, 
•who were completely cure-' by tho out- 
door life of our Montreal and Quebec 
wmter-j. Two years ago we had an. 
exceptionally severe winter in Mani- 
toba. Iti severity and peculiarities 
were precisely the same in Dakota and 
Minnesota. I was en route from Bran- 
don to Winnipeg, a distance of one 
hundred and eighty miles by rail, and 
was caught in a snow-blockade which 
lastPd eight dayn and kept us in a sit- 
uation not likely again to occur. Tho 
storm was so severe that relief-trains 
could not leavoWinnipeg, and a couplei 
of us who had the long snow-ahoes 
used on tha prairies tramped to and 
from farni-housas a couple of miles dis- 
tant for provisions for the passengers. 
The snow-plows were of no use, and in 
a desperate attempt to cut a way 
through the drifts, the engine jumped 
the track and came to grief. The train 
was pulled back from the debns by an 
engine in the rear, and the next morn- 
ing wo found ourselves separated from 
the wreck by deep drifts, some of 
them fifteen feot high. 
Night after 


night passed; the coal and wood ran 
short; two of the cars were abandoned 
by the passengers, and, to economize 
fuel, we were crowded into the two re- 
maining cars. The sleeping accommo- 
dation improvised was very amusing. 
Fancy roosting two in a single s«at, 
with) our knees doubled up ta your 
ohin; or lying like sardines, four in a 
double seat, or propped on top cf the 
back of the seats, which wer« turned 
up and brought together so as to form 
a sort of double deck. Shovelors had 
been working day and night, but there 
wer« too few of'them; and at last the 
psbsengers went to work, and from 
nine a. m to five p. m. pitched the 
snow with might and main, and suc- 
ceeded in cleanng the track. In order 
to pass the obstacle ot the wrecked 
engine, we raised old rails, got ties and 
laid a new side-track on the hard snow, 
nod our cars were safely shoved for- 
ward 
Shovelers from Winnipeg had 


succeeded, with 
the snow-plow, in 


reaching us, and we were soon on our 
\vnv 
The eftoct of this exposuie upon 


the" health of many of the passengers 
was rernaikably good.

Europe, whither he went after declining 
the position of Secretary of the Tieas- 
ury under the late President Oarlleld. 


Soon after his arrival iu England the 


Court of Queen's Bench decided

the claims of the Amurlcan heirs was val- 
id, and since that time Colonel Jacques 
has been engaged in complying wilh the 
technicalities of the English law. 


Mr. Brown has received a letter from 


Colonel Jacques stating that he has nlvi-n 
two members of the House of Lords an 
interest In the estate, for which they arc 
to procure an act directiug the transfer 
of the pioceeds of the estate to the Treas- 
ury of the United States. Colonel Jacques 
Is to recover one-third of the eslate lor 
his labors; Sylvester Cowlcs, D.I), of 
Kandolph, purchased bonds on the estate, 
and is said to

with sueut iron.
